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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Since Applicant filed the English Translation of the Japanese Priority Paper (JP 2000- 
097628) on 9/15/2005, Applicant's argument as filed on 8/23/2005 have been fully considered 
and are persuasive.

4. Claims 1, 7, 12 are allowed.

The cited reference Fredlund (US 6,724,427) is not considered as prior art because the 
Fredlund's effective filing date is Jun. 20, 2000, which is three months after the Applicant's 
March 31, 2000 priority date, the date of filing of Japanese Application JP 2000-097628. 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of the record fails to show or fairly suggest an image 
sensing apparatus comprising wherein said controller controls said display and said power supply 
unit so as to set said display ON for a predetermine period, display the information, and set said 
display OFF after the predetermined period when said display is set to be OFF by said operation 
member and the information is set to be displayed on said display by said setting unit. 

Claim 7 is a method claim of apparatus claim 1. Therefore claim 7 is allowable for the 
reason given in claim 1 . 

Claim 13 is equivalent to claim 7. Therefore claim 7 is allowable for the reason given in 
claim 7.
